In response to the restriction requirement Applicants elect claims 9-13, 22- 
26, 32, 37, 38 and 40-46, drawn to printed circuit boards, for initial examination.

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claim 47 in any group. Further, Applicants note that the present application is a 
national stage application filed under 35 U.S.C. § 371. 

During a brief telephone call with Examiner Norris, Applicants 
representative confirmed that the Examiner would reconsider the restriction 
requirement and the groupings of claims. As noted above, Applicants wish to elect 
the claims drawn to printed circuit boards. Applicants believe that the elected 
group should include claims 9-13, 22-26, 32, 37, 38 and 40-46. If the Examiner does 
not agree with the grouping of claims, the Examiner is requested to contact the 
undersigned to further discuss the restriction requirement. 

Applicant reserves the right to file a Divisional Application directed to non- 
elected claims 1-8, 14-21, 27-31, 34-36, 39 and 47.
